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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
AND ADMINISTRATION TO RUTLAND TOWN CITIZENS 


The Town of Rutland lost a true friend in the passing of a former 
Board member, Veronica Guimond. Veronica was a dedicated member 
of the Board for many years. She was a keen business woman and always 
did her best in working towards good education. She worked unselfishly 
and in the best interest of all the children of Rutland Town. We have 
not only lost a good citizen, but a true friend of education. 

Eight months ago the School Board established two citizens com- 
mittees to plan and study for the future educational needs of the Town. 
The Curriculum Committee has finished their study and a summary of 
the findings follow this report. The faci 1 1 ty commi ttee will begin study- 
ing various alternatives. We would like to thank the committees for 
the work they have done to this point and a special thank you to the 
Curriculum Committee for their dedication and outstanding final report. 

We have been working closely with the Selectman and the Recreation 
Committee to plan the proper long range use of the Barker property. 
Our architect, Mr. Sumner of Hersey Associates and Mr. Durkee, Town 
Planner have designed a preliminary plan showing the best place to 
locate a future school and recreational facilities. We feel this planning 
will help us make the best use of the entire property. 

Last year we spent quite a bit of time and money renovating Cheney 
Hill School. In the spring we dug a long ditch and put in a drain pipe to 
take the overflow from the well away from the building. This has proven 
to be a successful venture and we now have a warm, dry basement. In 
the spring and summer we hope to add more playground equipment that 
is presently in short supply. The Cheney Hill Kindergarten program is 
working out quite well. 

Over the past two years we have added and modernized our kitchen 
equipment. We have purchased a confection oven, a warming closet, 
cooler, new work table and a steam cooker. Seventy-five percent of the 
cost of this equipment has been provided by federal funds. 

This year we turned our large storage area into a music classroom. 
This area is working adequately as a classroom, but has left us extremely 
short of storage space. We are planning to build a large storage area 
next to the gym in the spring. The ma|Or portion of the work will be 
done by the Rutland Vocational School. Our costs will be mainly for 

materials which we intend to take from this year’s contingency fund. 
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In spite of our continuing space problems we feel that because of 
our dedicated staff (administrators, teachers, and non-professional per- 
sonnel) the children of Rutland Town are receiving a quality education.

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CURRICULUM COMMITTEE REPORT 
FOR 

TOWN OF RUTLAND ANNUAL REPORT 

In the spring of 1976, a curriculum committee was formed. The 
committee consisted of parents, staff members, the principal and a 
member of the Board of Education. The purpose of the committee was 
to study and evaluate the current school curriculum in an effort to deter- 
mine whether or not the courses of study were meeting the needs of the 
Rutland Town students. While focus was placed on the present, the 
committee was equally concerned with the future course of the curriculum 
and the future needs of the Rutland Town student body. 

All the courses in the curriculum were considered. Both written and 
oral presentations were made by various staff members, the administra- 
tion, and the pupil personnel and special services team. Summaries of 
these meetings were recorded and will be passed on to the Board of 
Education. Some members of the committee also listened to an architect 
explain a middle school facility and a field trip was made to observe 
the Shelburne and South Burlington Middle Schools. Certain committee 
members were able to observe the curriculum in action during the school 
day and their observations and experiences added to the knowledge gained 
by the whole committee during evening meetings. 

A final report has been submitted by the committee to the Board of 
Education and will be made public. It was recommended that an out- 
side team of professionals make an evaluation of the curriculm when 
the school is in session. It was felt that their objective opinions as 
well as their experience in the field of education could only further 
benefit the committee’s study. The recommendation was accepted by 
the school board and a professional evaluation of the school will be 
done in late March. Final results will be made available to the public. 

The foremost fact gleaned by the committee was that while the current 
curriculum taught in the school is adequate and progressive on paper 
and in the minds of the staff, it is not able to be properly implemented 
because of a desperate lack of space and unfortunate facility usage in 
certain areas. Just two examples of this would by the sometimes poorly 
lighted and non-venti lated rooms used by the pupil personnel staff for 
tutoring and speech therapy and the inability of the junior high grades to 
use the library as they should. While many people are aware of the 
cramped space in the early elementary grades ( 1 - 3 ), some may not be 
as aware of the increased noise level and maximum use of all space in 
the middle grades (4*6). The curriculum does not include specific 
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courses in health and library science on the junior high level and the 
need for an art room, more science lab equipment, and meeting rooms 
for both administrative and student use is obvious to anyone familiar 
with the current school situation. 

The curriculum committee thanks the administration and all the staff 
members for the time and effort they put into their presentations. It is 
unfortunate that such excellent administration and staff is limited by a 
facility that does not allow them to completely fulfill their dedicated 
efforts. The committee concluded that some of the citizens cannot 
understand what these crowded conditions are doing to the education of 
our youth. We feel it is a very high priority and should by given more 
consideration. 

We realize that inflation and the increased cost of living affect 
everyone, but a good education for our children should be one of our 
highest concerns. It is the responsibility of the citizens to provide that 
education for our young people.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION - 1976 


This has been a very active and productive year for the Town in the 
area of recreation. Since its creation by ordinance in December, 1975, 
the recreation commission has: (1) drawn up short and long range goals 
of a recreation plan and incorporated these into the Town plan; (2) app- 
lied for and received federal and state funds to implement a $67,000 
development of Dewey Field to its fullest potential; (3) staffed and 
operated a full range of summer programs including girls softball, swim- 
ming, and arts & crafts; (4) begun a winter program of community ice 
skating at the Elementary School on Post Road, and (5) applied for 
funds in the $200,000 range to fully develop the recreational and leisure 
en| 0 yment potential of our town to meet the needs of its citizens. 

The accomplishment of this ambitious schedule was by no means 
an easy task for 7 commission members and would not have been possible 
were it not for the enthusiastic participation of each member on the 
commission, the spirited cooperation of the other agencies of Town 
government, and the belief and support of you - the citizens - as a whole. 
For this we are deeply appreciative. Our only reward is the satisfaction 
of seeing the needs of our citizens met as economically as possible. 

Work should begin as soon as the ground thaws this spring on the 
Dewey Field improvement. 

The Barker site survey work which you approved by vote last March 
was very productive in outlining the specific use areas available on the 
site. As you know, the school system has 50 acres reserved for expan- 
sion and growth and the recreational development of the site has been 
closely co-ordinated with school use. 

The application submitted this past December 31, 1976 for Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation (BOR) funds includes the following: 

1. Regulation baseball field, 

2. Regulation softball field. 

3. Park ing area, 

4. 25 meter swimming pool and locker facilities. 

5. Access road to development site. 

The total amount of funds applied for is in the $200,000 range and if 
we are successful in receivin g th ese funds, the town's share of the 
development would be 15 a o or $30,000 which we have warned as a separate 
item. Please keep in mind that, if approved, the town's share would 
only be spent if we receive the State and Federal funds of well over 
$170,000. 
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The town's share of $30,000 is not even 2 3 the cost of the access 
road to the site alone. 

We urge your approval of these much needed facilities as we begin 
to share in the spending of our federal tax dollars where we can see 
them doing so much good - at home in our own community.

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STATE OF THE REGION 

REPORT OF THE RUTLAND REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


The format of the following report is changed from previous years. 
Rather than presenting a listing of RRPC activities it was felt that it 
would be more useful to give a State of the Region Report outlining 
the problems and opportunities facing residents of the Rutland Region. 
The overall picture painted by the report is somewhat gloomy however, 
history indicates, and we would like to believe, that a cooperative effort 
among all communities is the key to improving that picture. On the one 
hand no one en|oys reading about problems; on the other hand, the follow- 
ing report offers a challenge to all of us in the coming year. 

THE ECONOMY 

Unemployment in Rutland County has risen dramatically in the last 
five years. In January 1970 the rate was 3.4% and in December 1976 it 
was over 8.5% with about 2000 persons collecting benefits. The actual 
rate of unemployment is far above 8.5% when unemployed workers not 
eligible for benefits are counted. Personal income in Vermont is rela- 
tively low. Vermont's personal income is the second lowest in New 
England and 11th lowest in the U S This is serious noting the high 
cost of living. Based on |ob offerings and wages in recent months, 
wages are not expected to increase significantly over the near future. 
It was estimated that an annual income of $7,000 was required to support 
a family of four (not owning a home' during 1975- At least 21% of the 
families in this region fell below this income figure. By 1977 a family 
of four will need on annual income of $8,050 and it is estimated that 
over 25% of the region’s families will fall below this figure. The cost 
of living is increasing much more rapidly than family incomes, resulting 
in lower purchasing power and a lower standard of living for the region's 
residents. 

The recent formation of the Economic Development Council of South- 
west Vermont - an effort of the RRPC, private industry, local and state 
officials and the federal government - is a strong indication that people 
from all over the region can work together to solve a common problem. 
The long term goal of the council is to improve wages, employment 
opportunities and family incomes. We now have an organization to deal 
with the lack of basic sewer and water services and the lack of industrial 
sites - two problems which have hampered regional development efforts 
to date. 
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HOUSING 

With only one exception, every community in the region has a need 
for acceptable housing that exceeds the current supply. Presently, 
there is a large number of households for which no housing is available 
at a reasonable cost forcing families to live in unsafe and unhealthy 
conditions or forcing them to pay more for housing than they can really 
afford. It has been estimated that over 1,000 households pay an ex- 
cessive amount of income for purchase of a home and many pay more 
than 25 % of their income for rent. The elderly are particularly hard hit 
by rising housing costs with many paying 50^0 of their incomes for 
shelter. It has been estimated that there will be over 350 new elderly 
households by 1980. By 1980 the region will need 2800 new housing 
units to keep pace with population trends and the need for better housing. 
It is reasonable to expect that over 500 of these units will have to be 
publicly subsidized for the elderly, handicapped, and low-income families 
to live in healthy conditions. 

Recent efforts by some communities to provide better housing for 
their residents is encouraging. 

PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION 

The lack of public transportation poses some serious problems for 
low-income families, the young and the elderly particularly when one 
notes it is these groups which have a real need for personal services 
not usually located near their homes. The rural character of the region, 
its dispersed population and the concentration of services in the Rutland 
City area pose a significant transportation problem for many individuals. 
The region’s new bus system is a big step in the right direction however, 
it has a limited service area and a questionable financial future. With 
a larger portion of our population falling into the elderly category and 
fuel prices likely to increase, public transportation will become increas- 
ingly important. 

FINANCING LOCAL GOVERNMENT 

The ability of taxpayers to pay for increasing government costs is 
questionable and local governments are not starting or participating in 
new programs --- some are cutting back in critical areas. With the 
prospect of raising local taxes not much of a prospect at all, many 
local officials are stabilizing town budgets. Expenditures, now being 
postponed, are going to come back in the future with much higher price 
tags. The “belt tightening” efforts of some communities have led them 
to look for ways to budget and plan for future expenditures. The RRPC 
is helping several communities do this and it does result in cost savings. 
However, it appears that the real question facing us is “do we accept 
less for our tax dollars or agree to pay more for the same level or ser- 
vi ce? ' ’ 
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RUTLAND OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


The Rutland Opportunity Council meets the needs of low-income and 
elderly people. The Council provides services and programs for people 
who need help in solving their problems. 

During the past year R.O.C. provided 125 direct services for the 
families we served. These services meet such needs as transportation, 
help with forms, social service information, counselling and personal 
needs. The Council assisted 5 families with emergency fuel loans 
($211) and provided 5 cords of wood to 3 families. We were glad to be 
able to provide financial support for the Summer Recreation Program of 
the Rutland Town Athletic Club. 

The Council appreciates the financial support which the Town of 
Rutland has provided in the past and we hope we can count on this 
support for the coming year. We invite suggestions from Rutland Town 
citizens; our worker in the area, Diane Novak, is always interested to 
hear about family or community needs where we might be able to help. 
We are fortunate to have JoAnn Adams serve on our Board of Directors 
as a representative of Rutland Town.

Our program still includes Skilled Nursing, Physical Therapy, 
Speech Therapy, Occupational Therapy and Homemaker Home Health 
Aide Service. We provide preventive health clinics to Senior Citizens 
and supply nursing staff to Well Child Conference Clinics. We now have 
a home dialysis nurse to provide service in the home and we also do 
contract school nursing. 

The Agency continues to work with all agencies in the county to 
coordinate and try to bring the best possible continuity of care to all 
people in need. We work closely with the hospital and extended care 
facilities for better discharge planning. We provide pre-natal classes for 
expectant parents with follow-up care in the home for the new born and 
mother if there is a need.

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BRIEF SUMMARY OF UVM EXTENSION SERVICE ACTIVITIES 

Rutland County 

The University of Vermont Extension Service is funded by Federal, 
State and Town funds. The primary responsibility of the UVM Extension 
Service is to carry out an educational program for all people in the 
county. The educational programs for the County Extension Service are 
developed with the assistance of an Advisory Board comprised of 15 
county residents who are elected at the UVM Extension Service annual 
meeting to serve for a term of four years. The areas of educational work 
are primarily agriculture and related subjects, home economics, youth 
work, and community resource development. The offices for UVM Exten- 
sion Service in Rutland County are located in the Rutland Town Office 
Building, Route 4 in Center Rutland. A brief explanation of the education- 
al work for each area is as follows: 

AGRICULTURE AND RELATED SUBJECTS 

The dairy industry in Rutland County is a 16 million dollar business. 
The county Extension agricultural agents work with all farmers in areas 
pertaining to production, money management and other areas where farm 
problems may develop. Agents work with homeowners to provide informa- 
tion on vegetable gardens, home grounds, and related subjects. The 
agents provide assistance to towns and cities in providing information 
on school grounds, athletic fields, and other town lands. Information is 
provided to citizens of the county on pest control, such as insects and 
other pests. These educational programs are carried out by meetings, 
short courses, radio programs, television, letters and personal contacts. 
Publications on numerous subjects are available to the people in the 
county by contacting the Extension Service Office 

HOME ECONOMICS 

The Home Economics program is concerned with all areas of family 
living, namely, consumer competence, -family health, housing, home 
furnishings, management, foods, and nutrition. There has been particular 
emphasis on coping with inflation and preservation. 

Educational methods used to carry out the program are: 

24 Homemaker clubs involving 500 members — 

programs in non-Extension groups — 

newsletters to about 1365 homemakers — 

Also, home visits, office calls, phone calls, informational classes 
involving interest groups, workshops, county-wide meetings and the use 

of 3 para-professionals working closely with approximately 100 families. 
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YOUTH WORK 

4-H in Rutland County consists of approximately 45 clubs, 148 
volunteer leaders assisted by 106 junior leaders providing an educational 
program for 750 4-H members. These 4-H members gain skills and know- 
ledge in the following areas.
